FROM  THE  PASTOR 


The  rain  and  fog  of  this  mid-August  morning  hint  already 
at  the  coming  of  September.  August  is  advancing.  Zion's  re- 
vival and  sesquicentennial  homecoming  are  upon  us . 

Finally,  the  rains  have  come,  and  everything  is  green  and 
full-blooming  in  this  corner  of  Union  County.     The  countryside 
speaks  of  people  who  take  care  of  the  land.     People  of  our  church 
have  always  cared  about  the  earth  and  the  creatures  of  the  earth. 
They  have  shared  caring  about  one  another.     Today  ones  among  us 
model  a  life-style  of  care  of  the  earth  and  of  one  another  in 
life  on  the  earth.     Life-style  and  relationship  reveal  so  much 
of  how  Zion  people  have  shared  a  life  of  faith  through  the  years. 

Zion  people  work  and  walk  quietly  with  the  land  and  with 
those  around  them.     They  grow  grain,  raise  chickens  and  hogs  to 
provide  food.     They  plant  trees  and  grow  flowers  for  beauty  and 
breath  of  life.     Alongside  it  all  are  those  who  commute  for  work 
in  the  business  and  industry  which  surrounds  us.    Weekly  we  gath- 
er, individuals  and  families,  for  worship  and  Bible  Study.

Weekly,  too,  as  from  our  beginnings,  the  faith  of  Zion  people 
goes  far  beyond  our  own  community  and  into  the  church  in  the 
world. 

Zion's  sequicentennial  year  has  marked  our  first  year  to- 
gether, Zion's  and  mine.     In  it  we  have  weathered  a  hurricane 
that  sent  us  to  worship  in  the  basement  of  Baucom  Hall.  We 
found  we  could  pray  and  sing  and  preach  and  listen  for  God, 
baptize  and  even  have  a  large  group  of  guests  in  that  space. 
Thanksgiving  in  time  and  heart 
brought  us  back  to  a  refurbished 
sanctuary.     We  have  shared  grief 
as  ones  we  loved  have  died.  We 
have  shared  over  births  and  bap- 
tisms, new  ones  of  faith  among  us 
and  the  start  of  a  new  children's 
choir . 

Times  have  changed.     Many  of 
our  ways  have  changed.     Still  we 
practice  our  faith  in  much  the 
same  way  as  those  before  us.  In

As  sure  as  Crooked  Creek  still  winds  through  our  land, 
God  still  speaks  through  the  lives  and  faith  of  the  people  of  Zion. 
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ZION  UNITED  METHODIST  CHURCH  HISTORY 


Zion  United  Methodist  Church  is  located  in  the  upper 
western  corner  of  Union  County,  North  Carolina.     The  site  is 
slightly  north  of  Unionville,  approximately  two  miles  south  of 
Highway  218  and  four  miles  east  of  Highway  601.     The  date  accepted 
for  the  founding  of  Zion  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  is  1840.  The 
date  appears  on  the  cornerstone  of  the  present  sanctuary,  erected 
in  1940,  and  of  Baucom  Hail,  built  in  1958. 

Deeds  to  the  church  were  recorded  in  Union  County  Register 
of  Deeds,  August  7,   1919.     They  indicate  a  transfer  of  property 
on  May  25,  1874  from  J.  M.  Hagler  and  Henry  T.  Long.     The  parcel 
from  Mr.  Long  was  bought  at  a  sum  of  $13.00.     A  cemetery  already 
existed  on  the  land.     Slaves  had  been  buried  there.     Their  graves 
are  both  unmarked  and  marked  with  stones  without  inscriptions. 
Huge  trees  which  once  stood  in  the  cemetery  have  since  been 
felled  by  storm  and  ax.     John  W.  and  Matilda  Rushing  Love  were 
the  founders  of  Zion  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Their 
great-grandson  and  family,  H.  Dwight  and  Nancy  T.  Brooks,  are 
members  of  Zion  United  Methodist  Church  today. 

In  1990,  Zion  celebrates  its  one  hundred  fiftieth  year  of 
Christian  service.     The  presiding  Bishop  is  L.  Bevel  Jones,  III. 
The  Church  is  in  the  Albemarle  District  of  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.     The  Rev. 
Lloyd  G.  Hunsucker  is  the  District  Superintendent.     The  Rev. 
Linda  Stack  Morgan  is  Pastor. 


Having  begun  in  1840,   Zion  would  early  have  been  called 
Zion  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.     Its  geographical  division  at 
that  time  was  Mecklenburg  County  of  North  Carolina.     The  Church 
was  then  on  the  Lincolnton  District,  Sugar  Creek  Circuit  of  the 
South  Carolina  Conference.     Union  County  was  formed  in  1842,  two 
years  after  the  church  was  organized. 

Methodism  had  arisen  in  England  and  out  of  the  faith 
experience  and  work  of  John  Wesley,  a  clergyman  in  the  Church  of 
England.     Methodists  were  preaching  in  America  as  early  as  1766. 
It  was  at  the  Christmas  Conference  in  Baltimore,  Maryland,  on 
December  24,   1784,  that  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  America 
had  been  organized.     Thus,  when  Zion  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
was  formed  in  Mecklenburg  County,  Methodism  in  America  was  only 
about  fifty  years  old. 

In  General  Conference,  June,   1844,  four  years  after  Zion 
began,  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  made  the  decision  to 
become  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South.     The  South  Carolina  Conference  formally  accepted 
the  decision  in  July  of  that  same  year.     The  first  General 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South  met  May  1,  1845 
in  Louisville,  Kentucky.     Zion  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  by 
decision  of  its  Conference  in  1844  then  became  Zion  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South.     Two  years  later,   in  1846,   Zion's  partner 
church  was  organized  as  Mill  Grove  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South.     The  two  churches  have  been  on  the  same  charge  in  the 
connection  almost  without  interruption  since  that  time. 

The  Lincolnton  District  in  North  Carolina  is  listed  in  the 
South  Carolina  Conference  minutes  from  1828.     (Clark,  Elmer  T. 
Methodism  in  Western  North  Carolina.     Lake  Junaluska:  Historical 


Society  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference,  the  Methodist 
Church,   1966,  p.   34.)     Zion  began  as  a  part  of  that  district  and 
remained  so  until  1853,  when  the  Charlotte  District  "took  over 
the  circuits  in  lower  Mecklenburg  and  in  Union  and  Anson 
Counties  and  beyond".     Then  Zion  was  a  part  of  the  Charlotte 
Circuit.     In  1867  the  center  of  the  district  moved  to  Wadesboro, 
North  Carolina.     The  circuit  became  known  as  the  South  Charlotte 
Circuit.     The  move  became  a  preparation  for  bringing  these  North 
Carolina  churches  into  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  which 
occurred  in  1870.     Specific  churches  on  circuits  were  not  listed 
in  Conference  minutes  until  1870.     One  early  mention  of  Zion  occurs 
in  the  quarterly  conference  minutes  of  the  Sugar  Creek  Circuit 
in  1842.     An  adjourned  conference  for  1841  was  held  in  January 
of  1842.     Zion  is  listed  as  having  given  $1.18     3/4,  their  part 
in  the  Steward's  report.     There  is  an  early  mention  of  Zion  in 
the  South  Carolina  Conference  minutes  through  the  Conference 
Mission  Society  report  of  1854.     Zion  in  the  Charlotte  District 
gave  $1.20  to  missions  that  year.     Zion  became  a  part  of  the 
Western  North  Carolina  Conference  when  it  was  formed  in  1890. 

The  mid-1800' s  was  a  peak  time  of  camp  meetings,  and 
Zion  was  a  site  of  camp  meetings.     In  the  early  days,  Zion 
grounds  consisted  of  an  arbor,  a  church  building,  and  campground 
facilities.     "Families  brought  tents  and  set  them  up  on  sites 
for  the  camp  meetings",  recalls  Melissa  Clontz  Kindley  (Mrs.  Roy 
Kindley)  from  her  mother,  Mary  Etta  Long  Clontz.     Mary  Etta  Long 
Clontz  had  related  to  her  children  her  memory  of  having  camped 
as  a  child  with  her  family  during  the  camp  meeting  at  Zion.  Born 
in  1874,   she  might  well  have  been  in  attendance  of  the  camp 
meeting  at  Zion  when  Mr.  Brantley  York  came  in  August,  1879. 


Brantley  York  records  in  his  autobiography: 


I  received  a  letter  from  a 
gentleman  in  Union  County,  requesting 
me  to  teach  a  Grammar  Class  at  a 
church  called  Mill  Grove,  to  commence 
a  little  after  the  middle  of  July. . . 
On  Saturday  before  the  beginning  of 
the  class,  I  delivered  a  public  lecture 
and  also  preached  on  Sunday,  and 
commenced  teaching  on  Monday,  a  large 
class  having  formed.     I  continued  teaching 
for  two  months,  preaching  on  Sunday  at 
different  churches,  attended  a  camp 
meeting  at  Zion,  and  also  at  Bethel  in 
Cabarrus  County,  and  also  at  Union  Grove 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  preaching 
each  day  of  the  meeting  while  there. 

Brantley  York  was  a  Methodist  circuit  rider  preacher,  educator, 
and  author.     At  the  time  cited  above,  he  had  been  serving  as 
Professor  of  English,  elocution,  rhetoric,  and  logic  of 
Rutherford  College.     Around  the  time  of  Zion's  founding,  Brantley 
York  was  in  Randolph  County  where  he  established  the  Union 
Institute.     Union  Institute  eventually  became  Trinity  College. 
The  College  moved  to  Durham  and  became  Duke  University.     On  the 
second  floor  of  the  Divinity  School  of  Duke  University  is  a 
small,  English  Gothic  chapel  named  York  Chapel  in  honor  of 
Brantley  York.     Union  Institute  in  Randolph  County  became  the 
inspiration  for  the  establishment  of  Union  Institute  in  Unionville 
Union  County,  North  Carolina  before  the  turn  of  the  century. 
Brantley  York's  report  of  having  attended  a  camp  meeting  at 
Zion  during  his  month  of  teaching  may  be  considered  a  good 
indication  that  the  fourth  week  in  August  had  already  become 
Homecoming  and  Revival  time  at  Zion,  at  least  as  early  as  1879. 


By  the  turn  of  the  century,   camp  meetings  at  Zion  had 
ceased.     Mrs.  Kindley,  who  was  born  in  1904,  has  no  memory  of  one. 
According  to  Clark,   "Education  evangelism  through  the  Sunday 
Schools  became  the  prevalent  evangelism  method".    ( Ibid . ,  p.  32) 

The  site  of  Zion  Methodist  Church  was  a  thick  forest  in 
the  early  days,  mostly  cedar  grove.     The  church  building  was  not 
visible  from  the  road.     Even  today,  the  trees  hide  the  facade  of 
the  sanctuary  as  you  approach  by  the  drive.     The  original  building 
stood  in  the  midst  of  the  cemetery  as  it  now  is.     In  1916,  when 
Melissa  Clontz  Kindley  was  about  twelve  years  old,  the  old  building 
was  moved  to  a  site  on  the  western  edge  of  the  cemetery.     Mr.  Paul 
Alexander  Purser  used  a  horse-drawn  skid  to  move  the  building. 
A  magnolia  tree  now  marks  the  place  to  which  the  building  was 
moved  at  that  time.     The  tree  was  planted  by  the  late  Nancy 
Serena  "Rena"  Love  (Mrs.  N.C. )  Price,  granddaughter  of  John  W. 
and  Matilda  R.  Love. 

The  original  building  was  replaced  by  the  present  building 
in  1940.     Its  site  is  slightly  west  again  of  the  old  site. 
Lumber  was  cut  on  the  grounds  and  traded  at  the  lumber  yard  for 
dry  lumber  to  build  the  new  sanctuary.     The  old  building 
reportedly  stood  one  hundred  years  for  Zion.     It  was  then  sold 
to  a  black  congregation.     They  moved  it  to  their  site  near  Rock 
Rest,  North  Carolina,   south  of  Monroe.     The  building  has  since 
been  replaced  there  by  two  brick  structures.     An  educational 
building  was  added  to  Zion  Methodist  Church  in  1958.     It  is  the 
Baucom  Memorial  Hall,  named  in  memory  of  the  late,  beloved  Mr. 
Henry  Baucom.     In  1990,  the  United  Methodist  Women  of  the  church 
have  had  the  second  story  floors  of  Baucom  Hall  completely 
refinished.     They  also  installed  new  carpet  in  the  large  nursery 


and  toddler  room. 

Families  came  to  church  in  horse  and  buggy  before  the 
advent  of  cars.     It  is  said  horses  whinnied  and  neighed  if 
services  lasted  much  past  noon.     A  bell  tower,  which  stands  at 
the  edge  of  the  cemetery  and  behind  the  old  building  site,  was 
erected  November,   1924  in  memory  of  Rena  Price's  father, 
Mr.  W.  A.  Love,   son  of  John  and  Matilda  Love  and  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Union  Institute  of  Unionville.     Mr.  George  Stegall 
served  for  years  as  Zion's  bell  ringer.     Union  Institute  belonged 
to  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  from  1900  to  1904.  Into 
the  twentieth  century,   Zion  was  on  the  Unionville  Charge.  The 
parsonage  was  located  in  Unionville.     In  fact,  two  different 
parsonages  in  Unionville  served  the  charge.     Union  Institute  had 
become  a  part  of  the  North  Carolina  Public  School  System  early 
in  the  century.     The  Unionville  Church  had  merged  with  Zion 
United  Methodist  Church  in  1973.     On  December  9,   1979,  a  new 
parsonage  was  dedicated  on  a  new  site  at  Mill  Grove. 

Zion's  charge  history  has  been  one  of  consistent  change. 
The  Rev.  E.  W.  Mills  brought  continuity  to  the  charge,  however,  in 
serving  from  1938  to  1950,   longer  than  any  other  pastor.     In  1965, 
he  returned  for  one  other  year.     The  church  had  been  on  a  charge 
with  as  many  as  eleven  churches.     By  the  time  Rev.  Mills  came, 
there  were  six  churches  on  the  charge.     Zion  became  a  part  of  the 
Albemarle  District  when  it  was  formed  in  1960.     In  June,  1982, 
Zion  and  Mill  Grove  became  a  two-point  charge,  enabling  the 
minister  to  hold  services  in  both  churches  each  Sunday.     In  1990, 
Zion  and  Mill  Grove  made  an  historic  decision  to  maintain  the 
same  worship  hour  a  year  at  a  time. 


The  Rev.  A.   L.  Kesler  served  the  church  from  1969  to  1972. 
Using  lay  speakers  from  the  congregations  on  the  charge,  Rev. 
Kesler  began  worship  every  Sunday  for  each  church.     Prior  to  that, 
Zion  had  had  worship  twice  per  month;  at  2:00  p.m.  each  second 
Sunday  afternoon,  and  at  11:00  a.m.  each  fourth  Sunday.  Original 
lay  speakers  were  R.  A.  Kindley  from  Zion;  Fred  Ross  and  Joe 
Locklear  from  Mill  Grove;  Jesse  Rushing,  Nicholas  Rochester,  and 
Dueane  Ormond  from  Union  Grove.     R.  A.  Kindley  continues  to  be 
a  Lay  Speaker  and  currently  serves  as  Lay  Leader  and  Chairperson 
of  the  Administrative  Council  at  Zion.     Fred  Ross  also  continues 
to  serve  as  a  Lay  Speaker  and  as  current  Lay  Leader  and  Chair- 
person of  the  Administrative  Council  at  Mill  Grove.     Joe  Locklear 
is  deceased.     His  family  are  still  members  of  Mill  Grove.  Jesse 
Rushing  is  Pastor  of  Shiloh  Charge  in  Catawba  County.  Nicholas 
Rochester  is  Pastor  of  the  Bond's  Grove-Marvin  Charge  in  the 
Albemarle  District.     Dueane  Ormond  remains  a  leader  in  Union 
Grove  United  Methodist  Church. 

There  are  two  clergy  in  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference 
who  came  out  of  Zion  United  Methodist  Church.     Mark  Clontz  is 
Pastor  of  Fairgrove  and  Mispah  United  Methodist  Churches  in  the 
Greensboro  District.     Jeff  Rushing  is  Pastor  of  the  Fountain  Hill- 
Mt.  Moriah  Charge  in  the  Albemarle  District.     Both  are  ministerial 
students.     Jeff  Rushing  was  ordained  as  a  deacon  at  the  1990 
Western  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference. 

In  1939,  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
had  reunited  to  form  the  Methodist  Church.     In  1968,  the  Methodist 
Church  and  the  Evangelical  United  Brethren  Church  (German  speaking 
Methodists  in  America)  united  to  form  the  United  Methodist  Church. 


Zion  had  shared  a  history  of  name  changes:     Zion  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,   1840;  Zion  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.,  South, 
1844;   Zion  Methodist  Church,  1939;  and  Zion  United  Methodist 
Church,   since  1968. 

The  merger  of  the  Unionville  United  Methodist  Church  with 
Zion  United  Methodist  Church  in  1973  made  a  three-point  charge. 
Since  1982,   Zion  has  continued  to  share  life  in  the  United 
Methodist  connection  with  its  only  partner  of  more  than  144 
years,  Mill  Grove  United  Methodist  Church.     Zion  today  is  a  unique 
and  growing  church  in  its  own  right.     Its  long  and  rich  history 
has  shaped  the  church  with  strong  gifts  of  ministering  for  the 
21st  century.     A  people  with  a  history  of  faith  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  years  know  a  lot  about  being  church  together.  Today 
Zion  claims  with  joy  its  spiritual  gleanings  from  the  past,  its 
sensitive  and  faithful  continuing  ministry  in  the  present,  and 
its  good  and  growing  hope  for  the  future.

UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 


The  United  Methodist  Women,  since  their  organization  sometime  in  the  1940 's 
have  taken  a  very  active  part  in  the  church. 

When  our  educational  building  was  put  into  service  in  1959,  Zion  was  the 
first  church  in  this  area  to  have  kitchen  facilities.    Our  ladies  immediately 
began  enjoying  the  fellowship  of  working  together  to  prepare  food  and 
refreshments  for  the  people  of  the  church  and  the  community. 

Our  women  have  organized  and  published  3  cookbooks.    They  each  contain 
favorite  recipes  gathered  from  the  community.    The  proceeds  from  the  sales 
have  gone  to  projects  for  the  church,  the  first  one  going  to  the  floor 
covering  in  the  fellowship  hall. 

Most  of  our  members  and  others  in  our  congregation  have  been  remembered  by 
honorary  gifts  to  missions  through  our  conference. 

The  chrismons  on  the  chrismon  tree  pictured  on  the  front  cover  of  this  book 
were  made  by  our  United  Methodist  Women.
